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Continuation of 5, does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the Exmainer has reconsidered the Newkirk 
reference in light of Applicant's remarks, but still maintains that Newkirk meets the claimed invention. Specifically, the Examiner looks to 
the embodiment discussed at col. 8.lines 7-28 and col. 8, line 64 to col. 9, line 39, which clearly discusses the case wherein a second 
metal is present in the preform which reacts to form an product with the infiltrating metal, and wherein the product can be an 
intermetallic. Newkirk further goes on to discuss motivation for modificaiton of the amount of filler and reaction product as discussed at 
coL 19, lines 24-46.
